To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Police  Commissioners, 
City  of  St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  statistical 
reports  of  the  various  branches  of  the  Police  Department  for  the  fiscal  year 
which  ended  March  31,  1924. 

Crime  conditions  have  given  police  departments  throughout  the  United 
States  unusual  concern  during  the  past  year.  Everywhere  the  criminal  classes 
have  been  perniciously  active.  The  worst  feature  has  been  the  magnitude 
and  boldness  of  the  offenses  committed.  There  have  been  holdups  of  trains, 
mails,  banks  and  payrolls;  safe  blowing  jobs  have  been  common  and  high- 
way robberies  too  numerous  to  mention.  Many  of  the  biggest  crimes  have 
been  committed  in  broad  daylight  and  in  the  busiest  sections  of  big  cities. 
Those  committing  them  have  not  hesitated  to  shoot  and  kill  in  making  their 
escapes. 

St.  Louis  has  suffered  from  this  crime  wave,  but  compared  with  other 
big  cities,  our  record  has  not  been  so  bad.  We  have  had  our  share  of  mur- 
ders and  holdups.  A  number  of  them  are  still  unsolved.  We  have  not  fared 
so  badly  as  several  of  our  sister  cities  in  the  number  of  crimes  committed, 
however,  and  our  percentage  of  crimes  cleaned  up,  will,  I  believe,  outrank 
most. 

Notwithstanding  the  activities  of  criminals,  the  department  has  made  prog- 
ress. The  force  has  been  increased  during  the  year  one  hundred  men  and 
fifty  more  are  to  be  added  during  the  coming  year.  Our  most  urgent  need, 
however,  is  more  men. 

The  area  of  the  city  is  61.37  square  miles.  Our  population,  as  estimated 
by  the  captains  of  the  fourteen  districts  into  which  St.  Louis  is  divided,  is 
S59.300.  To  be  patrolled  there  are  approximately  732  miles  of  paved  streets, 
2C8  miles  of  unimproved  streets,  277  miles  of  paved  alleys  and  153  miles  of 
unimproved  alleys. 

To  take  care  of  all  these  people  and  this  street  mileage  the  Police  De- 
partment has  1,550  patrolmen.  Many  of  these  men  are  doing  traffic  and  plain- 
clothes duty.  Recreation  days  cut  down  the  available  force  still  more.  We 
work  in  three  shifts  of  eight  hours  each,  so  that  the  actual  patrolling  of  the 
city  is  done  by  about  400  men.  The  inadequacy  of  this  force  must  be  ap- 
parent to  all.  Except  for  the  addition  of  150  men  referred  to,  our  force  re- 
mains numerically  the  same  as  it  was  over  twenty  years  ago.  Meanwhile, 
the  population  has  almost  doubled,  and  miles  upon  miles  of  streets  and  alleys 
have  been  added  to  the  total  to  be  patrolled.  It  must  also  be  remembered 
that  every  man  added  to  traffic  detail  has  lessened  by  one  the  number  avail- 
able for  beat  duty. 

The  traffic  situation,  by  the  way,  is  giving  us  grave  concern.  This  prob- 
lem is  not  peculiar  to  St.  Louis,  however.  It  confronts  every  big  city  in  the 
United  States  and  most  of  the  small  ones.  It  is  going  to  be  particularly 
difficult  to  solve  here  because  of  the  narrowness  of  streets  in  the  congested 
district. 

With  a  view  to  dealing  with  traffic  more  intelligently,  the  Department 
established,  during  the  year,  a  Traffic  Division,  and  assigned  to  it  a  Captain 
and  a  Lieutenant,  four  sergeants  and  108  patrolmen.  The  Division  has  taken 
over  what  was  previously  known  as  the  traffic  squad  and  the  motorcycle 
contingent.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  new  Division  to  assign  men  to  the  more 
important  street  intersections  in  the  outlying  districts  as  well  as  the  con- 
gested sections,  to  keep  records  of  traffic  accidents  and  violations  and  make 
recommendations  toward  promoting  safety  throughout  the  city.  Already 
an  improvement  has  been  noted  in  this  important  field.     Included  in  the 
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safety-first  work  has  been  the  installation  of  mechanical  signalling  devices 
at  busy  corners,  where  it  is  impossible  to  station  officers  because  of  our 
limited  force. 

The  new  year  starts  with  a  new  traffic  ordinance  in  effect.  Much  is  ex- 
pected from  its  operation.  Among  other  things  it  provides  for  a  Traffic 
Council,  with  authority  to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  parking, 
establishing  one-way  streets,  safety  zones,  etc.  This  will  simplify  matters, 
as  it  will  enable  us  to  try  out  plans  and  abandon  them  if  they  prove  wanting. 

One  of  the  biggest  drawbacks  in  traffic  matters  is  the  lack  of  standardiza- 
tion of  traffic  regulations.  Each  city  has  its  own  rules,  and  they  differ  so 
greatly  that  a  person  going  from  place  to  place  has  to  forget  what  he  learned 
in  one  and  start  all  over  in  the  next.  The  ever-increasing  number  of  motor 
vehicles  has  brought  this  subject  to  the  front,  and  I  am  glad  to  say  that 
standardization  of  traffic  regulation  is  to  be  given  careful  consideration  by  the 
International  Association  of  Chiefs  of  Police  at  the  annual  meeting  in  July 
in  Montreal,  Canada. 

Another  forward  step  in  police  work  was  the  taking  over  by  the  United 
States  Government  during  the  past  year  of  the  National  Bureau  of  Criminal 
Identification  in  Washington,  D.  C.  This  bureau,  long  operated  by  annual 
subscriptions  from  individual  police  departments,  has  always  been  hampered 
by  insufficient  funds.  We  hope  the  new  arrangement  will  end  these  financial 
troubles.  An  annual  appropriation  from  the  Government  will  help  the  bu- 
reau to  function  properly.  It  will  be  sort  of  a  clearing  house  for  photographs, 
finger  prints,  records,  etc.,  of  criminals  It  is  operated  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Justice. 

More  use  has  been  made  of  our  inspector's  office  than  ever  before.  Two 
field  captains  have  been  added  to  it.  This  department  has  helped  wonderfully 
in  investigating  and  remedying  complaints  against  officers.  It  has  also  ac- 
complished much  in  keeping  the  districts  on  their  toes. 

An  item  showing  the  alertness  of  our  force  is  to  be  found  in  a  subsequent 
paragraph  dealing  with  fugitives.  It  shows  737  arrested  for  other  places,  of 
which  525  were  delivered,  while  only  51  were  captured  for  us  in  other  places 
and  brought  back. 

Other  statistics  I  might  stress  to  show  the  activity  of  the  force  are: 
Total  number  of  arrests,  71,855,  as  against  63,832  last  year;  value  of  prop- 
erty recovered,  $4,475,561.33,  as  against  $1,240,324.77  last  year,  and  64,626 
miscellaneous  duties  performed  as  against  last  year's  record  of  48,846. 

Our  Bureau  of  Identification  now  has  a  total  of  86,619  photographs  and 
records  of  criminals,  and  finger  print  records  of  29,487  criminals  on  file.  It 
has  furnished  much  information  of  importance  to  prosecuting  officials,  both 
at  home  and  elsewhere. 

In  our  Automobile  Department  2,262  machines  were  recovered  out  of  a 
total  of  2,626  stolen.  There  are  few  cities  that  can  boast  of  as  good  a  record. 
We  hope  to  turn  in  a  still  better  one  next  year. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  a  word  of  praise  for  our  Police- 
women's Department.  Especially  efficient  have  been  the  ladies  in  tracing 
persons  reported  missing  and  in  restoring  them  to  their  relatives.  Their 
visits  to  picture  shows,  dance  halls  and  other  places  much  frequented  by 
young  girls  have  been  numerous,  and  complaints  of  unseemly  conduct  at  such 
places  have  been  greatly  minimized  as  a  result. 

The  report  of  our  Medical  and  Surgical  Department  shows  a  slight  in- 
crease in  sickness.  There  were  22,534  days  lost  through  sickness  and  injuries 
during  the  past  year,  as  against  22,357  in  1922-23.  These  figures  are  for 
officers  and  civil  employes. 

I  take  pleasure  in  calling  your  attention  to  our  Police  Relief  Association 
and  our  Police  Funeral  Association.  Both  organizations  have  been  ably  ad- 
ministered and  accomplished  much  good.  In  this  connection  it  is  with  regret 
that  I  have  to  announce  that  an  amendment  to  our  State  Constitution,  which 
would  have  permitted  pensions  to  be  paid  retired  and  infirm  police  officers, 
was  voted  down  at  a  special  state  election  last  February.    The  proposition 
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will  not  be  allowed  to  die,  however,  but  will  be  revived  at  some  future  date. 
Pensions  are  essential  in  a  department  such  as  this,  and  will  do  much  in 
elevating  its  personnel  and  increasing  its  efficiency. 

Prominent  among  the  improvements  in  our  Electrical  Department  has 
been  the  expansion  of  the  flashlight  system.  More  and  stronger  lights  have 
resulted  in  obtaining  more  and  prompter  responses  to  the  signals. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  thank  the  Commissioners,  individually  and  col- 
lectively, for  their  tireless  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  department.  The 
consideration  shown  me  as  chief  and  their  ever-ready  help  and  suggestions 
have  been  invaluable.  Likewise,  I  am  indebted  to  the  commanding  officers 
of  the  department  for  wonderful  co-operation  during  the  year.  It  has  tended 
to  promote  harmony  and  efficiency  and  will  be  reflected,  I  am  sure,  in  the 
record  to  be  turned  in  twelve  months  hence.

There  were  seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven  (737)  fugitives  from  justice 
arrested  in  St.  Louis  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1924.

In  addition  to  the  above,  members  of  this  bureau  rendered  much  as- 
sistance to  local  and  out-of-town  officers  in  exhibiting  photos  of  criminals  to 
victims  of  robberies,  confidence  games,  pickpockets,  etc.,  for  the  purpose  of 
identification,  and  a  great  number  of  copies  of  photos  of  persons  wanted  for 
various  crimes  were  made,  and  also  a  number  of  photos  of  criminals  pre- 
viously on  file,  but  whose  appearance  was  changed,  were  retaken.  During 
the  year  this  bureau  exchanged  photos,  finger  prints,  etc.,  with  the  California 
State  Bureau  of  Identification  at  Sacramento,  Cal.,  and  Ohio  State  Bureau  of 
Identification  at  Columbus,  Ohio,  which  has  on  file  records  of  all  criminals  ar- 
rested in  cities  of  that  state.  Photos  of  confidence  men,  pickpockets,  etc., 
were  furnished  officers  of  other  cities  for  use  in  keeping  fairs,  carnivals,  etc., 
clear  of  this  class  of  crooks.  The  photographer  and  members  of  this  bureau 
also  visited  scenes  of  burglaries,  homicides,  robberies,  fires,  etc.,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  photographs  of  finger  prints,  and  other  objects  that  might 
be  used  as  evidence  before  the  Coroner  and  in  the  courts. 

This  bureau  also  rendered  assistance  to  the  U.  S.  Secret  Service;  Depart- 
ment of  Justice,  Post  Office  Inspectors,  American  Railway  Express,  and  various 
railroad  special  agents.

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The  Traffic  Division 

One  of  the  greatest  and  most  perplexing  problems  the  Police  Department 
has  to  deal  with  is  the  traffic  problem.  This  problem  has  grown  so  rapidly 
in  the  last  few  years  that  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  organize  and  add  to  the 
department  a  new  unit,  which  is  known  as  the  Traffic  Division.  This  was  done 
on  June  1,  1923. 

The  personnel  of  this  Division  consists  of  the  following:  Captain  Joseph 
A.  Gerk,  Lieutenant  John  H.  Glassco,  four  sergeants — two  of  whom  are  as- 
signed to  traffic  and  two  to  motorcycle  duty — ninety-nine  patrolmen  and  nine 
probationary  patrolmen,  of  which  number  seventy-four  patrolmen  and  four 
probationers  are  assigned  to  traffic  duty  on  foot,  and  twenty-five  patrolmen 
and  five  probationers  to  motorcycle  duty;  these,  with  two  clerks  and  one 
stenographer,  comprise  the  entire  personnel. 

The  division  offices  are  located  in  rooms  37  and  38,  on  the  third  floor  ot 
Headquarters  Building.  The  traffic  officers  report  for  roll-call  at  the  various 
district  station  houses  which  are  most  conveniently  located  to  their  places  of 
assignment. 

The  officers  comprising  the  motorcycle  squad  occupy  quarters  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Eighth  District  Station. 

This  Division  is,  in  a  measure,  distinct  from  the  regular  police  districts, 
in  that  it  specializes  in  the  regulation  of  vehicular  traffic;  yet  it  performs 
regular  police  duty  whenever  the  occasion  requires.  With  this  force,  which  is 
conceded  to  be  inadquate,  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Police  Department  to  enforce 
traffic  laws  in  a  way  that  will  protect  law-abiding  citizens  from  the  careless, 
reckless  and  criminally  inclined. 

Statistics  compiled  from  the  records  of  this  department  indicate  that 
during  the  year  1923  there  was  a  total  of  13,694  automobile  accidents  on  the 
streets  of  St.  Louis.  As  a  result  thereof  156  persons  were  killed,  4,585  were  in- 
jured, (these  figures  include  those  sustaining  minor  injuries),  and  the  prop- 
erty damage,  incurred  totalled  $707,788.00. 

Thus  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  traffic  discipline  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant factors  in  the  solution  of  the  problem,  and  that  it  is  also  one  of  the 
most  difficult  to  accomplish,  due  to  the  fact  that  many  intersections  must 
perforce  be  left  unprotected  by  a  traffic  officer.  In  so  far  as  the  mere 
handling  of  traffic  is  concerned,  it  has  been  proven  that  this  can  be  done  by 
properly  installed  mechanical  signalling  devices.  The  frugal  use  of  the  de- 
partment appropriations,  which  is  characteristic  of  the  present  police  admin- 
istration, has  made  it  possible  for  the  department  to  install  sixty-five  of  these 
mechanical  signalling  devices  at  that  many  troublesome  street  intersections, 
at  an  approximate  cost  of  $30,435.00,  not  including  cost  of  installation.  These 
signals  function  twenty-four  hours  per  day,  as  against  the  eight  or  ten  hour  shift 
of  traffic  officers.  However,  there  are  many  points  at  which  men  must  be 
stationed  in  order  to  maintain  discipline;  therefore,  the  use  of  the  mechanical 
device  does  not  involve  the  use  of  a  less  number  of  men,  as  much  as  it  does 
to  avoid  the  addition  of  many  more  in  making  the  streets  as  safe  as  possible 
for  everyone. 

As  an  aid  in  attaining  this  end  the  department  has,  through  this  division, 
inaugurated  an  educational  campaign,  and  has  requested  citizens  who  observe 
traffic  violation  to  forward  to  the  department  the  license  number  of  the  offend- 
ing automobile,  together  with  the  time,  place  and  nature  of  the  violation. 
The  identity  of  the  owner  and  driver  is  then  established,  and  a  notice  sent 
to  him  requesting  him  to  call  at  the  office  of  the  Traffic  Division,  where  he 
is  given  a  heart-to-heart  talk  to  the  end  of  securing  his  co-operation  in  the 
matter  of  complying  with  traffic  rules  and  regulations. 

That  the  efforts  of  the  department  in  effecting  a  solution  of  this  serious 
and  complex  problem  have,  in  a  measure,  been  fruitful,  is  reflected  in  the  fact 
that  automobile  liability  insurance  rates  are  lower  in  St.  Louis  than  in  other 
cities  of  the  same  class.

OFFICE  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  POLICE 

On  August  9,  1921,  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  established  the 
Inspector's  office,  and  the  duties  formerly  attended  to  by  the  Judge- Advocate 
and  Investigator  were  ordered  continued,  and  such  duties  are  now  performed 
by  that  office.

Through  the  office  of  the  Inspector  of  Police  come  various  matters 
which  have  to  do  in  some  way  with  members  of  the  department,  the  chief 
function  of  the  office  being  to  act  as  a  clearing  house  for  all  complaints  made 
against  the  department's  employes  in  general,  the  results  of  each  investigation 
being  reported  on  to  the  Chief  of  Police. 

All  requests  to  retain  presents,  settlements  in  civil  suits,  applications  for 
lost  time,  rewards,  to  file  suit,  credit  allowances,  matters  of  debt  complaints, 
reimbursements  of  various  natures,  employ  counsel,  and  in  fact,  all  matters  of 
a  general  nature  pertaining  to  or  affecting  members  of  the  department  which 
require  investigation,  are  reported  on  after  the  usual  investigation  has  been 
made  through  this  office. 

Tours  and  inspections  are  made  regularly,  tests  of  the  flashlight  system 
in  the  various  districts,  and  other  routine  matters  are  attended  to  by  the  In- 
spector of  Police,  reports  being  made  in  each  case  to  the  Chief  of  Police,  to- 
gether with  recommendation,  and  charges  preferred,  subpoenaes  issued,  and 
the  dates  of  trials,  etc.,  fixed  and  prosecuted  before  the  Board,  the  proceedings 
of  which  are  reported  by  the  Inspector's  stenographer.

The  Field  Captains  make  special  investigation,  etc.,  at  the  direction  of  the 
Inspector  of  Police,  and  accompany  the  Inspector  on  inspections,  tours,  ex- 
aminations, and  other  details.  The  Captains  are  assisted  at  all  times  by  detec- 
tives, and  work  on  two  platoon  system,  providing  a  Field  Captain  and  his 
crew  on  duty  practically  at  all  hours. 

Since  October  16,  1921,  the  Instructor  of  Police  has  been  analyzing  the 
eligibility  of  applicants  for  appointment  as  probationary  patrolmen,  holding 
examinations  concurrent  to  the  inspection  by  the  Board,  and  during  the  fiscal 
year  the  following  results  were  obtained  from  the  ten  examinations  held:

Each  applicant  is  subjected  to  a  thorough  physical  and  mental  examina- 
tion, as  well  as  being  required  to  pass  the  Wasserman  test,  and  after  passing 
the  preliminary  examinations  the  appointee  is  committed  to  thirty  days'  drill- 
ing on  Governmental  Process,  Improved  Police  Practices,  City  Ordinances, 
State  Laws,  General  Forms  of  Reports,  etc.,  which  are  supervised  by  the  In- 
structor of  Police  with  the  aid  of  his  two  assistants.  An  investigation  is  made 
of  each  applicant's  character  in  addition  to  above. 

The  instructor  of  Police  also  investigates  the  eligibility  of  applicants  who 
seek  licenses  as  private  watchmen,  and  instructs  them  in  the  proper  execution 
of  their  duties. 

The  Drillmaster  officiates  as  officer  in  charge,  and  arranges  all  escorts  to 
dignitaries,  reviews,  parades,  funerals,  etc.,  as  well  as  dividing  the  department 
into  a  Drill  Corps,  consisting  of  Companies  A,  B,  C,  D,  E,  F,  G,  and  I;  Zouaves; 
Color  Squad,  and  Machine  Gun  Detachment.  Each  company  drills  weekly  for 
a  period  during  each  year  at  the  First  Regiment  Armory.  Company  "I"  is 
composed  entirely  of  veterans  of  the  World  War,  and  is  especially  drilled  in 
the  use  of  the  riot  gun,  and  can  be  mobilized  for  riot  duty  at  a  moment's 
notice.  Men  who  have  proven  themselves  in  marksmanship,  being  armed  with 
the  Lewis  Machine  Gun,  wrhich  they  are  able  to  dismount  and  assemble  In  a 
period  of  three  or  four  minutes  blindfolded,  compose  the  Machine  Gun  Detach- 
ment of  the  department;  the  Zouaves  act  as  display  company  on  formal  oc- 
casions, the  notable  affair  during  the  fiscal  year  being  the  Annual  Police 
Parade,  Review  and  Inspection  by  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  accompanied 
by  State  and  city  officials.  The  Drillmaster  also  directs  the  activities  at  the 
department's  target  range,  at  which  1,558  officers  of  the  department  participated 
during  the  fiscal  year.  Out  of  this  number,  15G  qualified  as  "experts";  to 
qualify  as  expert  it  was  necessary  that  officers  score  at  least  285  points,  or 
95  per  cent.  The  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  awards  a  gold  medal  for  the 
best  revolver  shot  in  the  Police  Department,  each  contestant  being  required 
to  fire  20  shots,  double  action,  at  rapid  fire  on  a  reduced  target,  scaled  to  con- 
form with  the  official  A-N  target,  used  by  the  United  States  Army  and  Navy 
for  quick  shooting,  a  general  average  of  about  six  seconds  being  used  in  each 
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string  of  five  shots,  although  the  regulation  time  of  eight  seconds  is  allowed. 
The  prominent  feature  of  the  range  is  the  moving  target,  which  simulates 
shooting  as  nearly  as  possible  as  under  actual  conditions.  The  range  is  open 
to  volunteer  shooting  at  all  times  in  addition  to  the  regular  scheduled  practice. 
An  average  of  5G,000  shots  were  fired  at  the  range  during  the  fiscal  year, 
all  being  reloaded  by  the  Drillmaster  for  use  at  some  future  date. 

Twice  annually  the  Uniform  Inspector,  under  the  supervision  of  the  In- 
spector, holds  a  general  inspection  of  all  winter  and  summer  uniforms,  gloves, 
leggins,  hats,  caps  or  helmets,  etc.,  worn  by  the  rank  and  file  of  the  depart- 
ment, at  which  time  all  equipment  not  of  the  regulation  style  is  ordered  re- 
placed by  paraphernalia  to  comply  with  the  regular  specifications;  he  also 
holds  such  other  inspections  as  required  from  time  to  time,  and  investigates 
all  claims  for  uniform  and  equipment  damages  caused  in  the  discharge  of 
police  duty,  arbitrating  the  matter  with  those  concerned,  and  makes  recom- 
mendation to  the  Inspector  on  each  case.  The  Uniform  Inspector  delineates 
the  specifications  as  to  quality,  workmanship,  style,  etc.,  of  the  uniforms 
purchased  for  the  use  of  members  of  the  department  and  officiates  as  sergeant- 
at-arms  in  the  preservation  of  order  and  decorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Police  Commissioners  and  during  all  trials  prosecuted  before  the  Board.  A 
clipping  bureau  is  maintained  by  him  in  which  are  preserved  clippings  from 
local  metropolitan  papers  bearing  on  police  matters. 


The  Police  Journal 

The  department's  weekly  newspaper — The  Police  Journal — began,  the 
thirteenth  year  of  its  existence  with  the  issue  of  April  2,  1924.  It  is  the  offi- 
cial organ  of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  and  the  Police  Department 
of  the  City  of  St.  Louis.  So  far  as  is  known,  it  is  the  only  weekly  newspaper 
of  its  kind  in  the  world.  Many  other  cities  issue  monthly  police  magazines  con- 
taining advertising  matter  and  charge  for  subscriptions. 

It  has  always  been  the  desire  of  those  having  the  Police  Journal  in  charge 
to  make  its  contents  as  interesting  and  instructive  to  the  members  of  the  de- 
partment as  possible.  Not  only  the  weekly  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners,  formal  orders  and  city  ordinances  affecting  police  work,  have 
been  given  publication,  but  the  details  of  good  arrests  which  stand  out  from 
ordinary  every-day  routine  of  police  work,  and  such  items  as  are  considered 
of  general  interest  to  policemen,  are  given  as  much  space  as  the  limited  size 
of  the  paper  will  allow. 

That  it  has  been  a  factor  in  maintaining  the  high  efficiency  of  the  Police 
Force  of  St.  Louis  cannot  be  questioned.  Its  influence  for  good,  efficient  and 
conscientious  police  work  has  been  wielded  in  a  manner  which  could  not  have 
been  reached  by  any  other  means.  "Efficient  Police  make  a  City  of  Peace"  is 
a  slogan  which  was  recently  voluntarily  donated  by  Mr.  G.  H.  Palin  of  New 
York  City,  and  presented  to  Colonel  Philip  H.  Brockman,  president  of  the 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  for  use  of  the  Police  Journal. 

Its  mailing  list  includes  police  departments  in  other  cities,  public  libraries, 
sociological  organizations  and  many  reputable  citizens  who  are  intensely  in- 
terested in  police  work. 

The  Journal  is  continually  looking  forward  to  greater  improvement  and  ad- 
vancement in  department  efficiency,  and  ~or  the  up-building  of  the  personnel 
and  morale  of  its  members. 
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POLICE  BAND 

The  Police  Band,  an  organization  composed  of  36  musicians,  a  bandmaster  and 
drum  major,  was  organized  in  September,  1921,  with  a  personnel  of  17  members.  It 
has  since  developed  into  a  musical  unit  second  to  none  in  the  city.  The  uniforms 
and  instruments  are  furnished  gratis  by  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners,  each 
member  of  the  organization  being  responsible  for  his  uniform,  and  for  the  instrument 
which  lie  plays.     The  officers  Of  the  hand  are  as  follows:

Professor  Henry  J.  Falkenhainer,  one  of  the  most  capable  band  leaders  in  the 
City,  and  a  member  of  the  St.  Louis  Symphony  Orchestra,  is  band  master  and  In- 
structor, and  through  his  untiring  efforts  the  band  has  developed  into  one  of  the 
best  musical  organizations  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

Rehearsals  are  held  at  2  p.  m.  each  Wednesday  at  the  Eighth  District  Station, 
and  a  special  class  for  beginners  is  held  at  1  p.  m.  each  Wednesday.  The  band 
always  attends  the  funerals  of  deceased  officers  except  in  instances  where  the  family 
of  the  deceased  does  not  desire  the  services  of  the  band,  which  has  only  been  on  one 
or  two  occasions.

On  June  28,  to  June  30,  1923,  inclusive,  the  band  attended  the  annual  convention 
of  the  Realtors  at  Cleveland,  O.,  being  the  guests  of  the  St.  Louis  Realtors.  While 
in  Cleveland  they  tendered  several  numbers  over  the  radio  at  the  Hotel  Cleveland. 
Manager  E.  M.  Beal  of  the  hotel  later  wrote  a  letter  to  Chief  of  Police  Martin 
O'Brien,  complimenting  the  members  of  the  band  on  their  neat  appearance  and  man- 
nerly conduct  while  in  that  city.  He  also  stated  that  the  concert  broadcast  from 
his  hotel  was  heard  many  miles  out  on  the  great  lakes,  many  compliments  being 
received  from  radio  enthusiasts  on  the  splendid  concert  given  by  the  band.  On  the 
occasion  of  the  annual  Police  Parade,  Review  and  Inspection,  held  in  1923,  the  St. 
Louis  Realtors  presented  the  band  with  a  beautiful  banner,  suitably  inscribed,  for 
their  services  at  the  time  of  the  Realtors'  convention. 

The  band  also  gave  a  concert  on  February  6,  1924,  from  2:30  to  3:30  a.  m.,  which 
was  broadcast  over  the  radio  from  station  KSD  (Post-Dispatch),  this  being  a  test 
for  long  distance.  Many  complimentary  letters  were  received  relative  to  this  splendid 
concert  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  other  countries.  On  March  18,  the 
band  rendered  a  second  concert  at  the  same  station,  from  8  to  9  p.  m.,  and,  as  in 
the  other  case,  many  compliments  were  received  from  various  sections  of  the 
country. 

The  band  again  made  its  appearance  at  the  Police  Relief  Association's  annual 
circus,  given  at  the  Coliseum  from  April  21  to  May  4,  inclusive,  rendering  a  concert 
at  each  performance,  afternoon  and  night. 

The  band  also  led  the  annual  department  parade  and  review  on  October  30,  1923.

Estimated  telephone  calls  and  connections  made  through  the  Headquarters 
switchboard  averaged  1,937  daily.  Like  calls  and  connections  completed  through  the 
Bell  private  branch  exchange  switchboard  averaged  2,113  daily. 

Descriptions,  officers'  reports,  reports  on  automobiles  stolen  and  recovered,  mis- 
cellaneous reports  received,  transmitted  and  booked  by  the  tracer,  etc.,  averaged  617 
daily. 

Connecting  the  Bell  telephone  exchange  with  the  police  Bell  private  branch 
exchange  switchboard  (Olive  5000)  are  seven  trunk  lines,  over  which  all  Bell  sub- 
scribers may  be  connected  with  the  police  stations  and  with  officials  of  the  Police 
Department. 

Connecting  with  the  Police  Headquarters  switchboard  are  six  Kinloch  telephone 
trunk  lines.  Over  such  lines  Kinloch  subscribers  may  be  connected  with  police 
stations,  or  with  police  officials,  by  asking  for  connection  with  Central  6700.

The  fourteen  district  stations  are  each  equipped  with  common  battery  switch- 
boards, with  approved  storage  battery  and  battery  charging  equipment;  also  with 
automatic  flashing  device  for  flashing  the  red  signal  light,  with  which  each  of  the 
patrol   boxes   is  equipped. 

Connected  with  Police  Headquarters  switchboard,  located  in  Police  Headquarters 
Building,  are  trunk  lines  to  each  of  the  fourteen  district  station  switchboards. 

Connected  with  each  district  station  are  trunk  lines  to  the  adjoining  district 
switchboards.  In  the  event  that  the  Headquarters  switchboard  direct  trunk  line 
to  a  district  station  should  be  out  of  order,  the  Headquarters  operator  may  connect 
with  the  disabled  district  through  the  adjoining  district,  and  may  in  such  manner 
give  satisfactory  service  until  the  direct  trunk  line  is  repaired. 

Connected  with  the  department  switchboards  are  732  telephones,  611  of  these 
being  in  patrol  boxes,  also  a  like  number  of  red  signal  flashlights. 

During  the  year  eight  additional  patrol  boxes,  equipped  with  re-call  flashlights, 
have  been  added,  the  old  unsatisfactory  manner  of  flashing  the  re-call  lights  having 
been  discontinued,  and  same  has  been  replaced  by  equipment  for  flashing  all  of  the 
six  hundred  and  eleven  lights  with  110  volt  current,  increasing  the  flash  visibility 
at  least  fourfold,  and  cutting  maintenance  almost  to  the  vanishing  point. 

Necessary  new  work,  repairs  and  general  maintenance  of  the  police  telephone, 
patrol  and  flashlight  service  has  been  given  prompt  and  courteous  attention  by  the 
Fire  and  Police  Telegraph  Department. 

The  City  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Branch  has  also  cheerfully  responded  to  requests 
for  new  work,  materials  and  repairs.

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OUR  NEW  PATENTED  POLICE  BADGE. 


All  patrolmen,  sergeants,  detectives  and  detective  sergeants  were  assigned 
new  badges  on  October  30,  1923.  The  Letters  Patent,  as  approved,  omitted 
all  reading  matter  from  the  design,  thus  permitting  the  badges  to  be  made 
to  designate  each  specific  rank. 

They  are  made  of  German  silver,  18  per  cent  nickel  and  stamped  in  one 
piece,  excepting  the  detective  sergant's  badge,  which  is  distinguished  from 
others  by  a  gold  insert  of  the  Coat-of-Arms  of  Missouri.  The  Letters  Patent 
prohibit  a  duplication  of  the  design.  The  above  cut  is  the  exact  size  issued 
to  members  of  the  Secret  Service  Bureau  while  those  issued  to  the  uniform 
rank  are  somewhat  larger.

Assessments,  numbers  5<8  to  64,  inclusive,  and  January  and  July  dues,  all  ;i mount- 
ing to  $9,  were  called  during  1923,  this  being  necessary  on  account  of  increasing 
the  amount  of  funeral  benefits  from  $200  to  $500,  and  raising  the  treasurer's  fund 
from  $1,000  to  $2,500,  as  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Daws  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, in  order  to  take  care  of  five  deaths. 

About  thirty  years  ago  it  was  customary  among  the  officers  of  the  Mounted 
District,  in  time  of  death,  to  make  up  a  collection  and  send  a  floral  offering  show- 
ing their  sympathy.  On  one  occasion  some  of  the  men  calling  upon  the  family  of 
the  deceased  found  them  in  dire  need  of  assistance,  and  made  up  a  collection  and 
paid  the  funeral  expenses.  After  this  they  met  and  formed  what  is  now  known 
as  the  St.  Louis  Police  Funeral  Association.  At  that  time  the  amount  was  $125. 
payable  immediately  upon  notice  of  death  and  the  assessment  was  50  cents  per  month. 
The  membership  consisted  of  only  men  of  the  Mounted  District.  Several  years  later 
officers  of  other  districts  requested  admission  into  the  organization,  and  it  was 
decided  to  organize  as  the  St.  Louis  Police  Funeral  Association,  with  all  white  male 
members  of  the  Police  Department  eligible  to  membership.  It  was  further  agreed 
that  if  anyone  severed  his  connection  with  the  Police  Department,  and  was  in  good 
standing  with  the  Association,  he  could  retain  his  membership  by  keeping  up  his 
dues.     Such  members,  however,  are  not  eligible  to  hold  office. 

The  original  Association,  which  consisted  of  only  members  of  the  Mounted  Dis- 
trict, paid  $6  a  year  per  member  to  pay  $125  funeral  expenses. 

During  the  past  year  each  member  only  paid  $9  to  make  possible  $500  funeral 
expense  payments,  showing  what  benefit  it  is  for  police  officers  to  join.
